Ilarrh if to the naturalist ]n>s.. used of many 
inieieatingfjatarcs— and ihat very eilraarditwn 
an. ila-amniiiin of bat mid fox is of an evening 
setn in great numbers. On duo occasion we 
tii imt cd *.'•!« fly aver our residence iu about 
the space of haH-an-hour, ntid then 
mirely _ Mated to count Wnu*a the 
occupation proved wearisome and Tint from Lick 
of subject*, Although not fljinft in a rumpacl, 
bud) « BirnultanBom impulse carrion them in 
cut direction, Fiedirg chiefly on fruits, they 
art us much to be dreaded by tie gardener as 
llit wandering Arabs, of the deserts by the 
merchantmen of the richly laden caravans. 
I'arlituUrl}- as they do not restrict theiasavos 
t$ a fruit and consume it. but injure many, 
Mnrrh of the present ye.tr, baring been so yccE, 
ib$ favoured in an unurtunl ilcsre* the prete ;i 
> f land leeches ai this time. Tliciv hire is not 
in any degree painful or dangerous, but 
icry tionblesome, TUcy are mom, plen- 
tiful in Billies and thickets : tee colour 
an olive brown striped with fawi 
yellow. A minute tick t^meriLs the stranger, 
but ll,e habitue of the district is unmolested, 
Mosquito*? in those pnitn where they obtain are 
now very Irr/ublesomr, but in the elevation at 
which we writetiwyittrUnitHitiiriknown.DoiBiriie 
Karapson would say " Verily the air of the Blue 
Mountain* u not f*Toaru.ble unto mMuuiloea." 
Toe brood of the jaain binl it full grown, but 
•peckled, and the somewhat peculiar appear- 
ance of three distinct shades of plumage is pra- 
-cnlci'i : the male being a rich glossy blank, the 
female a tort of green brown, and the young 
bini» speckled. The cuckoo Is nearly ailont. 
Various fungi are discoverable. The pur- 
ple? s>f T^tb, crimson, yellow, and 
white <f re theee fragile prsductiocui. 
The btoodwmd tree in in flower, 
the native Ivy loaded, with clusters of harries, 
the white paper-leafed everlasting expanding. 
Kef ore quiia pus sing from the fungi, we must 
not pus over the numerous variety which is 
tary ireqiontlj' awn now. 

In the «ikh» latitude, our note* forthe month 
fire rather fuller of incident. The opening pods 
of the waltle scatter their sowis to the ground, 
and invite great numbers of pigeons to the feast. 
The apiarian itill hives late s warms. Swifts 
dart athwart the sky in pursuit of the numerous 
gnats. The black macaw leaves the gullies, 
and is, met wu* gnawing large grubs out of the 
eucalyplm. Already some species of birda lots 
Iheir shyness, and approach our habitations. 
The song of the sacred kingfisher great* ua as 
the bird BuLlcra about among our oroltmd trues, 
pulling spiders and onterpillirn out nf tluir 
ncsls. The whild cockatoos, in flscki, pillage 
i!m fresh ^oivn fields of grain. Crows collscl 
in flight", and arc huffily engaged in eating (he 
insects on the ..nibble, nnd of an evening hang 
about lie shy gyrating and cawing doLfuUi-. 
Itunng this month wo bail nn American aloe 
flower, in that cold region it was a novelty, and 
formed a stately ornament to the garden. Outs 
evening a sound as of the beating of a HmSkd 
drum attracted our attention, nnd we debectoi a 
Military flying foi winging its way over 
head ; - few nights later and about thirty were 
descried, in a very short time the glory of the 
aloe was departed, the foxes appeared to hive 
eaten its flowers, anil left only a wreck 
behind- when they cleared off a 
crtip. uf lute peaches, nnd left us. 
ThEl visit was tendered remarkable 
frrm the flying-fox being unknown as a habi- 
tant of the district, and its fight could hardly 
havtt L**o nhort nf twenty nriea, whether its 
instincts reveakd the presence of such dainty 
fare tJ the golden bloom of the aloe, or the 
prevalence of bush lires n! (he time rnvt driven 
it from the gullies, we failed to determine ; 
hnu ciOT, 'no second (fail baa been p;iid, nor 
secern! aloe flowered. Wc mipht mention th.it 
the plant inift aliain Hytrin years old, and not 
a bundled, tis . im- l-.l:. J. :i. . ■. tell lis Ihey must 
Uc before reaching nrnturity. Thest nnimals 
ucre not the only unusual visitants whieli tile 
alue atlrected~various honey- suckers fluttered 
(iroirnd it, liirdr. of more brilliant and varied 
plumage ihun we were arcuslumed to seo in our 
bvrwrtioroiiii reginne: butterflies were flitting 
aboul, anil inia^inaiion mifibt eajtilv convey one 
to [he Iropics.

French despatched 
uteamcr to take po«sc5*iun of New Caledonia 
beftire the cfticer- ,i of the British vessel could 
look round them. They then fclcd the Htilish 
offieerH, and told them they need nnt trouble 
themselves about New Ciileilania, fur Ihey were 
already in possesion of it on behalf of the 
French Ouverunient, anil as English civility 
was nnt inferior to Krench, compliment* passed 
and dinners were eaten, and then the British 
departed after rinding they had been 
forcslalled by the French. This wc give ns the 
island «riioa of the affair : which vre iittVe 
beard in several different places, all the narra- 
tors expressing mttch disgust at the idea of a 
Krench officer having onlirilttd the English. 

Be the story ttuo or false, al any rate the 
Krench took possesion of the Isle of I'ines 
firal, and then of New r\i| e doni* and iw sur- 
rounding islands, and still retain it ; and it was 
from I'ort de Krance, the capital ofNewGde- 
donin, that we started to lisit the W«of Pines. 

The vessel on which ivc embarked was a litl le 
cutter of eight or nine ton* burden, which some 
yean ago w a celebrated racing yacht in 
Sydney, but now under Ihe name of the Ardas, 
plus about the coast of Caledonia trading for 
yams, piga, Stc. \ before going on board, we had 
•greed with the owner and captain as to fare, 
feed, length of our trip, ic, and to om enquiry 
ai to the nature of the food we were informed 
that the captain would lake bineuks, meat, 
tea, coffee, sugar, t*c, and . thai wc 
should have plenty of natite produce, when wc 
got to the Ural calling place on our route ; but 
if we wanted any luxuries ft-e ihaold have lb 
supply tmreelTcs. As to time, two day* wore 
to lie occupied in going down, throe or foiu 
days for our atay at tiie Isle ol Pines, and one 
day for our return. Acting upon this under- 
standing wc alerted, and, us those who pursue 
out history will flnrj, we nearly suffered starva- 
tiem in consequence. 

When we embarked ive found we had as fel- 
low passenger a reverend fat her attached Lo the 
Krench mission nt Ihe Isle of Pine*, nho had 
been u]i to Port de Frnnce topiirthiue tobacco, 
pipes, flour, and other Mores for the mi, iiun, 



and who was accompanied by two natives u 
tervanls, one of them acting aa assistant in ihe 
performanee of religious aervice, so that inclu- 
uing (he captain and hii lira nwn wc had no 
lcsstlmn seven souls on board oar W(le vcasel. 

The wind usually bloiring from the south- 
east is directly in the teeth of a Teasel proceed- 
ing to the lines, and we had, therefore, Lo beat 
the » hole of the way, The first nigbl we sue- 
cceded m reaching ilia loulh-frtft corner of 
the Isle of Wye ( or island with plenty of fresh 
water — Wye denoting fresh water), where wc 
lound a Frenchman loeuled, who, in addition to 
trading wiih ; , boat between Port du Fiance 
and the Isle of Pines, was endeavouring to cul- 
tivate sugar-cane anil maize, tinlh of which 
were thriving well, and although Ihe flat land 
which bordered the bay was very rircunweribed 
Ihere wns scope enough for a triul of fhese 
article, on a small scale. Just behind the 
Frenchman's hoosewas. a beautiful lilllo stream 
uf water, descending fn-m the tnonntuins, nnd 
having a fall of about WD feet, broken liere and 
there by ledge* 0/ prejwsling rock. 

Ihe i rc nermann kindly received tho whole 
party, provided us with lea, and ihen with 
sleeping Bccommodation In an adjoining hut, 
where, after a good night's rc*t, we roan at 
daylight in tho morning to pursue our voyage. 

We warn belting about until twelve o'clock, 
when the captain Sis covered that it was impos-

( w odin a Canal j and to anchorage that night, 
and aa;U was very rough, by the roiasionarj's 
direction we ™t into a bay on the north side of 
the Isle of Wye, where there is a small natire 
settlement. In doing this we had to run along 
the inaide of the raef close- to the breakes 
until we arrived to within one hundred yatdi of 
the shore of the native village. The minsionary 
then hailed some of the natives, who scon 
btought their canoes alongaide to land ue. 

The arrival of the missionary caused gnat 
commotion among ihe natives, who appeared to 
hold him in gnat rereren.ee. They quickly 
killed some fowl, and began to provide fV hi, 
entertauunent. 

In the en 
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the missionary held a religious 
service, and nUhoogh it may be questionable 
whether they know and understand the teaohing 
of the Human Catholic muudonaries as thoroughly 
as tliat nf our Protestant missionaries, yet it 
was highly pleasing to witness the fervour and 
devotion with which they uttered tha responses 
to liie piayera of the missionary ; and when ho 
bud concluded the service they ilill waited for 
more, and did not rise from their knees ontilthe 
miiisinnary said "no aaorr." 

After the service we were invited, by order of 
a grey-headed old chief, to come and sleep in bis 
house. The chief himself could speak very little 
English, but his wife and children supplied his 
place in conversation . We had nice clean mats 

Iuavtded to sleep on, and these were laiil on a 
.ind of »Leichei raided about a fool from Ilia 
gruunil similar to those prepared by tnu diggers 
in iheir tents. 

Wc were up early tite nenl morning, nnd took 
a long ramble about the little settlement. 
I 'nnnd the natives generally cuuld speak miirh 
mure I'inglish than French, and were rery proud 
of being able lo answer anil explain anything 
which the French CapUin, who accompanied a*, 
rould not do. 

Here we, tar the first time, witnessed the 
native system nT irrigation. Trenches nnd 
tenuccB art cut in the sides or the mountain, 
and the waters of some adjoining waterfall are 
conducted into the first or highest trench, and 
iben by mitre drains into the adjoining parallel 
trench, and so on untii the foot of the meuntain 
is reached, when Ihe water la diverted into 
various other artificial watcreiurscs, so na to 
irrigate the valley iielnw. In the Ircnciiea on 
the sides of the hills tike principal article of 
cultivation is the Tare, which requires a con- 
stant supply of water for its successful culture 
— -on the terraces between the trenches yuung 
banana-plants and other native producis arc 
raised, whilst in the valley tho main crop of 
sugar-cane, yams, itc, is grown. 

After wandering among these terraces and 
watercourse* for some time, we crnnu upon the 
natural watershed of Die mountains, which nn 
three sides surround this beautiful little i alley. 
This watershed, or creek, we followed for a con- 
siderable distance inland, and found its bed full 
nf black sand, similar to that found bv the 
miners of Victoria, at the Ovens. 

M'e have not the slightest tloubt thai ere long 
this black sand will become .111 article of e*;>9rt, 
and prove nf considerable value, should any of 
the French colonists be enterprising enough in 
commence collecting it. 

Wc also observed immense quantities of Iron- 
.tone, or we might rather say iron ore, which, 
from samples we have aeon in other parts of the 
world, vre should judge would yield TO per cent, 
or upwards of pure iron, 

Khould the French succeed in finding u ]«y- 
able coal field in tha vicinity, there is no doubt 
but thul this little island of Wye will li 0 come of 
great manufacturing importance. 

J'Vom this little settlement we started early 
on Monday, cleared the reef, and became f,uily 
embarked on the bosom of the orean in our 
frail little craft of eight or nine tons burden by 
noon of that day. The wind was directly in 
our teeth : the sea very rough, and the prospect 
anything but pleasant. At it we went, however, 
with good heart, beating and tacking until dirk, 
when, losing all hope of rearhing a little sand 
island a few miles ahead of us, wc put limit to 
another island, lying just off the entrance to lire 
reel, and which we suppose to be Botany 
Island. Here wc anchored for the night, ani 
early the next morning recommenced our voy- 
age with the full hope of ruai/hing the Isle of 
Pines in the evening. Here, again, we were 
disappointed, for about live o'clock in the after- 
noon we began to lo»k vcty wistfully for die 
peak of the pines 1 hut it would not shew out, 
look as long and as patiently m we might. 
Close under our lee wc had a smalt sand islet, 
v*hil«t some eight or ten miles on our weather 
bow were two small islands. The question 
now became, which was il to be? Round 
the sandy islet and take shelter under its lee, 
or heat up to the other Island* f Seeing that 
our provisions were exhausted, and that ws 
were likely to have nothing but a few mouldy 
scraps of biscuits for our supper, we felt 
strongly inclined to proceed: but then, again, 
ue remembered that the night before wc had 
very nearly found a resting-place upon a coral 
reef, and we felt much more inclined tostaywhere 
we were. This question was soon settled for 
us by une of the native sailors, who exclaimed, 
"Sec! sec! plenty bird— plenty egg. Let 
go anchor.'' Tills was dooe very soon after, 
und the two native sailors and the two nnrivta 
who accompanied the missionary, swam on 
shore, where we soon observed Uiem running 
about in a manner that evinced thai they w ore 
busily and satisfactorily employed : bat our 
chagrin may bo imagined, when we saw them 
light a tire and begin to equal down around it 
and commence cooking something. Hungry as 
we were, we hod to bear it until dusk, 
when our patience was rewarded by seeing the 
natives swimt ; ng off, pmliing a rudely con- 
structed eflHurtarn* ,or raft) before thtm, 



leaded with several good aiaed baskets of roaatsd 
eggs. It was not long before we were deeply 
engaged io discussing the quality and taslu of 
this food, whit*, with tome fish we hud also 
succeeded in obtaining, tnnde such a meal as 
hungry men at sea oouldduly appreciate. 

The next morning broke upon us aith finer 
weather, and we had not been long under wjy 
before we. obtained a sight of the peak of the 
ptnes. Making a long board to the north, we 
were then al'Se lo lay down to the N.W, end of 
ihe itilard. und soon sighted the village or 
Ktllcmrnt r f (niydja, where the K. C\ Mission 
have a lay hi Other slntioneil. The most con- 
spicuous objeftTi hich norr presented itself w,is 
th» round conici l jam hous", in shape very 
much like an extiriuisher, and io height nearly 
equal to an ordinary sized windmill. 

We coasted along the west sile of the 
itlaiid, liaving lo make runny boards to avoid 
the fringe reef, until dusk, i ben finding that 
fliers w Sn no probability of reaching our desti- 
nation that evening, we put into a little cove, 
or bay fthe entrance to which is almost hidden 
by u Isletl, at the 8. W. comer of the island, 
where wc found a French™™ settled, and 
employed in budding a boat: front him we 
obtained a sufficient aupplv of food for our 
supper, enjoyed a eonafbrtable night's rcsl on 
the dsrk of our ves»el, end in the morning arose 
to view one of the moat exquisite sights it had 
cvct been our lot to witness. 

Would, that Turmr, IVihnn, Iftfvmli, 
CSnKferd, or some other of our modern land- 
scape jtaiMers, could hare witnessed the scene, 
and by their pencils given the world some idea 
of tha beauty it contains. 

IVafUM, if you can, a beautiful sheet of blue 
water, without a ripple on Its surface, so clear 
that you can Me the flak playing about arnima;st 
the many coloured coral tree* that spring fiotn 
the bottom. These fists vary In aise from lw4 
inches to two feet, and In colour blue, green, 
brown, scarlet, yellow, lie., moving about with 
such apparent ease that their, motion appears 
dream-Uke, saluting rack other end passing on 
to curry the inn obtained from their last 
ncquaintiuiee to another of larger growth, whilst 
"thers dan in una out of their ooral caves ot 
chase each other amongst tha tree-like brandies 
of coral with the jasntn ■guity of rhildreD al 
play. SunMnding this sheet of water yon 
have a sandy beach of pearly whiteness, this 
sueee*d*d bf a beautiful green sward, and this 
ago in bv shrubs of varied foliage, from the midst 
of which apring tall pine trees, which suggested 
the name tho btlend bears lo our great circum- 
navigator. Cook, 

In the centre of the bay, inugino b oir<"ilat 
rock ii-,in K some ten or twelve feet out of the 
water, end then oveihanging sis or eight feet, 
the whole iirrfaee of the rork being 
covered hilli grass. sliiuUs, ami trees, 
in shape presenting to the mind tho idea of it) 
immense nnwer basket rising from the anrfire 
of ihe iiatrr. In addition to all iheseeonceivc 
a blight blue cluudlcss sky, such as even we of 
Australia rarely witness, and then you may in 
some measure form an idea of the beauty of the 
scene presented to our view in this quiet liltlehay. 

When we reft h we quite envied the French- 
man nho enjoyed a monopoly of this little sprit, 
and thoughts of posey, love, and *o\itwde look 
full possession of our mind. 

ThcM! were soon dispelled by preparations f.ir 
our deriartiiie. Whan wo left this pielty spnt 
we quickly came in sight of the pilot-station, 
ulikh by the bye is of liitlc use, the pilot 
having a complete sinecure, having had but two 
vessels to visit the place during his stav uf 
eighteen mouths, and; one of these aon' lies 
stranded on die reer,, l'aasingthc pilot -«tat ion we 
followed the coast until wc came 10 a sandy beach, 
upon whicha creek appeared to have discharged 
iu waters 1 best, hy direction of the missionary, 
we cast anchor, and soon had ennoes alongside 
to rel'eye us of our cargo, including the mis- 
sionary, ivhti iirumised immediately to send Its 
■omo food 10 the vessel, for the fulfilment of 
•hiek pmnvi-e we had n«L long to Woit, Afmr 
enjoiiiig the fa'rb provided for us hy t!i : kind 
missionary, we cummenced a tour <jf e.sjtliira- 
lion. and we considered ourselves very fort 1. 
nnic in meeting with mm? natives who hid seen 
us jit Tort dc France, who, although wi caul l 
not recollect them, seemed very much pleased 
to see us, saying, " Me saavee you — ntc see 
yon at Xuuica Tl'ort de France — you en me in 

ship Liciunging to Captain ,S nnd tnutiv 

similnr expressions, relating actions or ulih 11 
we were perfectly unconsrious. bat giving us to 
understand that wc were old acquaintances and 
welcome. Amongst them wc found n native of 
Tahiti, and a New /ealander, both of whon pos- 
sessed considerable influence, from having been 
the friends and c ompanions of the late king or 
principal thief, and who now appear tb have 
a ™i of guaidiansliip over the tliieen. «ho is u 
young prl about ten years of age. 

"Miti," the Tahitian, took ns to his houie, 
which he and the New Zcalandcr had just com- 
pleted: il was certainly a very rrodilubic 5 true- 
lure, ci|iial 10 many in the town of Port do 
Krunee itself. Tl had doors nnd windows, aad 
wootlen floor, and contained bedsteads, table, 
stools, coffee and lea pots, basins, and other 
utensils, nnd we had nai been long In 1 he place 
before a basin of ten and a loif of white breed 
were produced fur uiir refroiiimcnt. This must 
not be taken as a specimen of the civilisation of 
the Isle of Pines. Mill and the New Zealandcr 
hove been great travellers, have been to Sydney 
and llobart Town, ami are therefore far mare 
advanced iu civili««1ian thim the rest of the in- 
habitants, 

I'mlcr the ttniilancc of these two we made un 
examination of sejne of the most interest- 
ing portions of the inland, currying with 
us riur never failing companion, a double bar- 
relled fowling-piece, with whi:h iu uh lain an 
addition to the native fare. What we con- 
sidered our lcgilimate game ennaiated of a large 
pigeon, nearly as large as a common fowl, with 
a crest or comb resembling that of the water 
hen, and a. green clove with a plum coloured 
breast. But we were often induced to slioot tlic 
red flying fox. at the solicitation of some of the 
natives, whu constantly folio ivcd us, aid who 
would esclsim "You shootec that fellow be- 
longeeme;" "Poor fellow me — nu got kiki '' 
'food ', and It certainly was payment sufficient 
to see the eagerness and joy depicted in Hieii 
countenance as lliey rushed to «ccurc their rail- 
ing prey, when shot. 

Vs spent several days on the inland, and 
hud ihe opportunity of making the acquaintance 
ofherMHieetyUietlucenandforneoflheprincipiI 
chiefs. The Queen, as before stalcil, is a girl of 
about ten years ago, placed in her present posi- 
tion — not from her right, but by the influence 
of the French— she appears very childish, and 
has no education, hut yet appws to know the 
velue of presents, and prefers money pajmws 
lo buttering fur any produce she may have (a 
depose of. Her house hi of large sise, and there 
is generally a goodly company gathered is it 
about meal times: it will not, howeier. bear 
cempaiisnn with the llltle cottage of our lend 
Miti, and her Majesty appear* to prcfci both 
the collage oiul the stile of living to that of 
her own, for die i- "j[i nerally at ttiti'a ahout 
meal time*. 
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The niissionarica appear to have all the 
[lower and control in their own hands, end use 
it Ico. Among other regulations which they 
have introduced is a taboo on all the cocoa- 
tuts fur six years; this, tho natives neither 
apprsi understand unrto relish, for coconuts 
have been one of their principal articlos 
01 fcod, and they cannot see why lh,oy should 
now be deprived of them. The only reason 
we oun conceive fur such a regulation is that 
the missionaries are desirous of converting the 
ishind into i cocoauut nil stMion. 

Another lkin| wbkli puxtilej the natives very 
niuih is the way in wluidi tlis pupulation has 
ftccrcnsfd during the last few rears, and mora 
especially how all the principal chiefs have died. 

e found several of the principal men— unclss 
and relatives of the Hiiceu — going about on 
ciuttht s and complaining or weakness in tlie 
loner part of iheir bodies and limbs ; some 
were so prejudiced that they suld they did not 
like lo lake missionary medicine, saying, " Si 
mtkt him die." 

This appears lo us to be a strange prejudice: hot 
it certainly is unaceaunfahle that a climate which 
is so healthy as the Isle of 1'ines is described to 
be by rkiropcnns n ho Imve resided there for years, 
should hat e such a fearful mortality amongst its 
own ]iopiilolioa as lo have reduced their num- 
bers tVom thousand* down to hundreds, and 
that within the last ten or fifteen years, 

It appears ihe more strange, loo, when 
we consider thai aa they have been brought 
nader the influence ot the Roman Catholic 
missionaries, cannibalism has ceased ; and 
from being one of the moat warlike and 
adventurous rasa* of the I'adfic, going forth 
eonqufring and to conquer other islands and 
utbe*— the Island of Wye, and several settle, 
mtnts on the coast of New Caledonia, still pay- 
ing tribute and owning a sort of allegiance to 
the Isle of Pines — they have become the most 

r^uf^^^ unJsr 

They are, however, an exceedingly inquisitive 
nee ; and go where wc would, wc were sura to) 
hive some or them at our heels inquiring where 
we were going, what we had come there for. and 
scores of other questions, which at limes almost 
pet us out of temper with then. 

We were here again surprised to find that 
meat of the natives could speak English, and 
seesled lo know little of French j and although 
they aw nearly all missionaries, i. «., went n 
medal and suing of beads, attend church, ani 
repeal tjieir Ave Marie* very devoutly, yet thej- 
sea rcriy feel satisfied with the arnounl of know- 
received from the Roman 
A remarkable instance 
of this occurred one evening when we had been 
indulging in bread and jam for our supper: 
One uf the natives who was in the hat took up 
the jar sod commenrcd to repeal the names of 
the letters on the labcL We enquired if tho 
Hem™ Cut In lie missionary had taught him; 
several u£ those pnasent said, 11 No j missionary 
here no leach all same as Knglt&h missionarv. 1 ' 
And cut educated friend Informed us that 'he 
li*d bern seme time on '"i/iiii," and 
he had seen Mr. .Tones teach thi natives 
there to read and wrile. He and several other* 
inquired nhy the missionary al the Isle of Pinea 
did not do likewise — lo Which wc replied we 
hoped they would do so by-und-bjc, when they 
knew the natives were anxious to leant. 

He then inquired if wc had goi a bonk which 
said, If I love God, God will love me," We 
had a prayer bock with us, and read therefrom 
several jmssages to the same effect, which 
highly pleased them, and they would not rest 
satisfied until we had read them two or three 
psalms, which wc explained to them as well as 
we were able : and during our stay at this por- 
tion of the island we had to perform the came 
duty each night. 

The missionary estublishmrnt eonsisln of n 
principal, two clerical, and three or four lay 
brethren, who have a large, roomy three storied 
dwelling .house nnd store, stables, piggeries, 
fow l-hojasis, orchard, gmlcn, i.c, all in esc cl- 
ient order. Aainngst oilier products of the 
garden, «o lasted some i\ur oranges, which 
apiwar to thrive well. 

They have a large wooden church, at which 
I g^ift portion uf the inhabitants attend twice 
diiily, and on the Sabbath three ur fuur timcs.J 
ihe) have also elected the stone walls fur a 
new iliurcb, which will nffurJ accommodation 
for all the inhabitants of the island, and when 
rnniplclcd will form an elegant audition to the 
picturesque .spot on vihicU it is erected, 

i'liry have also constructed and erected s 
-luull i-aw-mill which is driven by a w.iter- 
vt'hecl : viihtlik saiv-rnlll one of the breltiren 
was Uu'ily engaged in preparing tho timber fur 
completing the building of the church. 

Both the church nnd the saw-mill reflect 
great credit on the industry ami perseve- 
rance ot tlie Unman Catholic brethren, 
(he greater portion of the work being 
accnnvjilishiil hy llioir own personal 
labour, us we were informed by the reverend 
father who was our fellow-pnsscngcr, who tonk 
Ml interest in c\phiininfr to us ilic plans of 
both buildings and the dillknlttes iheyhadover- 
enme in their erection. 

Although wo do not agree with the teaching 
of the Human Catholic Church, yet we cannot 
but feel pleasure in witnessing the change tlut 
has bcrti clfettcd by the Iribour of h;r minion - 
aries. Kor whilst in lB12(hoy were treacherous 
cannibals and massacred the crew of the brie; 
Sier, now ihere are several Europeans dwell- 
ings amongst tV-m occupied in boat-building, 
i,c, and you may leave! over the island with 
as muck safety ad you can [he Rtreet*of Sydney. 

There Is little trade with the island now; the 
sandal wood which used to draw many vessels 
to the island is now all gone, and the 
native* having nothing now tn trade with escetit 
IheW Harden produce nod trigs, which probably 
now realise more for them than their sendilwoni 
used to do, as there is * considerable demand 
for Fort de Kreace. _ 

\V> will conclude this article lie wishing (hat 
ihe Roman Catholic missionaries may soon 
comnfence teaching (he natives to read and 
write, and tint they may commence a rivalry 
with some similar island under the care of J'm- 
testnnl missionaries, each alrivinjr to turn out 
die most intelligent and best educated j'ufjil.

The separation nf Queensland will, of course, 
make a difference in the l!ati_tmtss, though if 
that teirilory received its fair .hare of c-ipentii- 
lute the change would be more apparent than 
retil, except aa it lefl the MidJle Distric (saddled 
with ite old 0 ivil Establishment, yot with fewer I 
to govern. The subdivision of territory must 
itercssurily incrcascthc total costof govern in-tit. 
as well bs the relative tost to oacli section, 
and multiply matt undaaii-ably the 
number of persons who gel ouartered ojt the 
Estimate.. The separation ot Queensland hrxi 
the additional inconvenience of having been 
effected without *sy mutual adjustntont of 1 
account*, and, to nil appearance a, a final settle- 
meat may still be indcllnilely delayed. A por- 
tion of our public debt belongs prapjrly to 
Queensland, and will nil limit civ have to be 
taken up by it. Dul till it is ..oilled.liow much? 
New South Wales, which issued the debentures, 
mubt charge itself wish Iho interest, n. it k j 
impofltible to detach onv particular number of 
debentures and say that ihe holders of them 
must look to Ihe Trci-urer of the now- colony. 
No one has ventured jo lend to Queensland vet, 
and its public credit has not been gauged, ilut 
the sooner all (cores are settled, the belter it 
will be for all parlies, for tho Middle llistiiot 
docs not seem lo be in n position tit be out nf 
pocket by making advances,
